1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

the purge gas is fed through a liquid present in the vessel and the purge gas is 
moisturized" and "a dry gas inlet, connected to the at least one gas outlet, configured to 
mix a non- moisturized purge gas with the moisturized purge gas fed through the liquid 
to thereby obtain the purge gas mixture."
